TOWN HALL development. Trustees will be meeting on 6 July and will meet PC after 
that, to clarify the position. The project will come under the Planning and 
Property Committee chaired by Clir Hill. 

WINDMILL COMMITTEE Clir O'Brien has relinquished the Chair but will continue to 
oversee the development work. Cllr Barlow takes over as Chairman. 

TRAFFIC CALMING Clerk to obtain full design/construction/siting details of High 
Street pedestrian refuge for PC approval before works start in August. The Chapel 
Square and Clifton Road signs and road markings will be put in hand “any time now". 
HEMPTON FOOTPATH The two local contractors in competition with OCC-approved 
contractors have not met requirements. It may be possible for other local firms to 
apply, though this would mean many weeks' delay. The work will only go to an 
approved contractor - who meets the standards applied by OCC to all firms wishing 
to tender. Clerk to pursue. 

PARISH APPRAISAL - previously known as VILLAGE APPRAISAL; also as DEDDINGTON 2000. 
After considerably detailed discussion of the draft questionnaire - which Clir Oddy 
called "a nonsense" but most members thought was on the right lines - PC agreed to 
an Extraordinary Meeting on Monday 12 July, 7.30pm in the Holly Tree Club. Jim 
Flux, Chairman of the Appraisal Group, and Sarah Hall, ORCC Field Officer, to be 
invited to attend. The meeting would consider all comments on the a ny eapiear te 
before coming to a decision on the next steps to be taken. 

VILLAGE BUS has lost more than £1,000 in its first year, largely because of its 
reputation for unreliability. PC to obtain quates for a replacement diesel vehicle. 
HOLLY TREE CLUB ~ Members considered a summary report on the condition of the 
building and agreed to obtain detailed surveys and quotes on repairs to roof, damp 
proofing, heating and electrics.

THE WAY WE WERE - Part 1 


DEDDINGTON ~ more than 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


In his book "The Churchill Chronicles" Major General T.B.L, Churchill follows the 
istory of the "Oxfordshire" (not "Blenheim") Churchills, amongst whom was Samuel 
hurchill, born about 1777, who rebuilt and lived in Deddington House. He was a 
solicitor, first in partnership with his father (who lived opposite in Leadenporch 
House) and later with Samuel Field - they had their offices in The Hermitage. He 
inherited money from his father but lived in high style and by 1825 was continually 
in debt, and he had told his servant to inform any creditors who might call at his 
house that he was away from home, 


fn October 1826 a solicitor came with two sheriff's officers in a post chaise to 
and the two officers produced a warrant for £500. 
Samuel's cousin John said that his cousin was ill in bed and offered the men 
refreshments. Samuel Churchill and his wife then escaped out of the garden door 
and walked to Aynho to get out of the county, from whence they took the mail to 
Aylesbury and did not return to Deddington for several weeks. 


Churchill endeavoured to obtain funds without success and eventually surrendered 
himself to the Commissioners in Bankruptcy in March 1827, owing in total about 
£77,000. Five interest payments were made to creditors amounting to about 5/-d.
